It is expressly stipulated. That the Articles named in this Bill of Lading shall be at the risk of the owner, shipper, or consignee 
thereof, while on the pier or wharf awaiting shipment, and. as soon as delivered from the tackles of the steamer at her port of destination; and 
if not taken away the same day by him, they may (at the option of the steamer’s agent) be sent to store, permitted to lie where landed, or re¬ 
turned to the port of shipment at the expense and risk of the aforesaid owner, shipper, or consignee—weights, contents'', and value unknown, 
and not accountable for shortage, leakage, rust, or breakage. All articles of glass, or contained in glass, and everything of a fragile nature, 
will be taken at the shipper’s risk only, and the shipper agrees that the company shall not be held responsible for any injury by breakage or 
otherwise, nor for damage to goods not properly packed and secured for transportation. The owners of this ship will not be held responsible 
for Gold, Silver, Precious Stones, or Metals, Jewelry, nor Treasure, or valuables ol\any kind, unless Bills of Lading are signed therefor, and the 
value thereof therein specifically expressed. 

Aiul It Is further expressly stipulated. That in case any claim shall arise against the owners of said Steamship for any loss or 
damage accruing while such goods and merchandise are on the voyage, such claim shall be preferred at the Office of the Agent of said Steam¬ 
ship at the port of delivery within three days after the merchandise snail have been delivered. And in case such claim, whatever it n ay be, 
shall not be preferred within the time and at the place hereinbefore designated, such loss or damage shall be deemed to be waived, and the 
owners of said Steamship discharged therefrom. No claims for loss or damage allowed without being notified thereof within twenty-fotjk 
hours after delivery of the goods. The goods herein referred to shall be subject to a lien, and may be retained for freight and charges on other 
goods due from the party on whose account they are transported, as well as for freight and charges on the goods retained. 

And it is further stipulated. That in all eases of loss of such goods or merchandise, the amount of claim and damage shall be re¬ 
stricted to the cash value of such goods or merchandise at the port of departure at the time of shipment; and that all claims for partial loss or 
damage shall be ascertained and adjusted upon the same basis of value; nor will any package be estimated to contain articles of more value 
than $100 unless specially certified to the contrary when shipped.
